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GLOSSARY TO THE “NEW-OLD” PSALMS 


SPECIALIST TERMS 
ALPHABETICALLY LISTED 


ALAMOTH - literally: youthful, elusive, alto voices: A musical term. 

AL TASH HETH - literally: no destroying, building up. 

ASHREY - it goes well with.implies spiritual success. 

AYELETH HA SHAHAR - the beauty or beautiful one of the morning. 

BORE-CHI ‘ NAFSHE - let my whole soul/spirit/being bless God. Cf. Deuteronomy 6,5. 

CAPTIONS - have been introduced as a heading for each Psalm. They consist of 
one or two phrases quoted from the text of the self-same Psalm. 

It is hoped that the line thus lifted therefrom, reflects the gist of the 
whole particular Psalm, or at least, throws some light upon one 
message conveyed therein. 

DIRECTOR, TOR THE - is the most frequent Hebrew introductory phrase at the 

head of each Psalm. It could mean: for the victorious one, 
but philologists have regarded it as a musical term 
referring to the chief musician; hence: The Director or 
conductor of the music. 

ELEM RE HOKJM - musical term, literally: youthful of faraway. 

EYTHAN - literally: stable, lasting. 

I'ORMATIONS - lined up masses, large orderly groupings of human beings, used to 

translate Ssebaoth, myriads, thousands of human beings. 

One of the accepted designations of the Divine Being: Lord of 
Hosts; etc. 

G1TTITH - literally: derived from Gath - wine press. Hence - at vintage, or /. 

HALLEL - acclamation, song of praise of God. 

HALLELU YAH - o acclaim the Divine Being! 

L’HASKIL - designed to cause understanding, i.e. interpreting. 

LEHAZKIR - reminding, mentioning ancient old matters. 

MAHALA I'H LA’ANOTH - literally: of illness, of/to affliction - a musical term. 
MASKIL - sec L’haskil. 

MICHl'AM - literally a coloured jewel, hence, a colourful Psalm. 

MUTH LA BEN - literally: death of the son. Often assumed to have been an elegy 

by David on the death of Absalom. It may be a technical, musical 
or poetic term, (Muthlaben as one word). 

NEG1NOTH - tones of music. 

N EH I LOTH - a musical term. Literally, concerned or connected with inheritances, 
or streams. 

NEW-OLD RENDERING - translation or style. Refers to the type of words used 

in this UNIBY series. It is new, and it is not afraid of 
using novel terminology because it is modern 
but it remains old, because it persists in retaining 
old/ancient interpretations and meanings, c.g. ‘well with 
anyman’ instead of‘blessed/happy is the man’ etc. 





OCTAVE - is used to translate‘sheminith’ (the eighth), not because eight musical 
notes always completed a series, as tfiey do on the modern piano. But 
merely because both the old Hebrew and the new English are musical 
terms. 

OH OR O - whea occurring at the beginning of a sentence, verse or theme, appears 
with a capital letter. On the other hand, it occurs also in the middle of a 
paragraphs and in particular at the end thereof - ‘o acclaim God’ as a 
finale. In the latter instances the ‘o’ is small. 

RECONSIDERED JUDGEMENTS - 

Reconsidered Judgements (see Ps. 103,6) form an indispensable element 
in Biblical jurisprudence. There must always be a last resort, outside the 
normal Law-Courts, to which an aggrieved party can turn for redress of 
serious injury. This principle stems from Exodus 21, 5f. & Ps. Infra 103,6. 
It bears the same designation MISHPATIM and it is surpremely elevated as 
an integral part of Biblical civilization in Psalm 147, 20. Without a pluralit> 
of Judgements, there is no Bible-obeying nation (Nota bene.). 

ROSES (SHOSHANIM) - literally roses, a musical instrument connected or 

embellished with roses. 

SELAH - is a Hebrew term meaning ‘pause’. It is reproduced by the transcription 
of the Hebrew sounds. It serves to invite thought on the words preceding 
it. Thus, Selah is translated: pause, think on it. A commentary on each of 
the 70 Selah interpolations, should prove rewarding. 

SHIGGAYON - appears to suggest a relationship with a Hebraic term ‘meshigga’ - 
insane. Philologists consider that a shiggayon chapter deals with 
errors of judgment. 

SHIR HA MA’ALOTH - literally, a song of the stairs. Earlier translators have spoken 

about a song of degrees, ascents, a pilgrim song. Scholarly 
translayors consider that the 15 songs introduced in this 
way, correspond with the 15 steps going up from the ladies’ 
ground to the platform occupied by the priests in the Second 
Temple. It is thought that one of these 15 songs was recited 
on each stair. 

SSEBAOTH - see above at Formations. 

SSEDEK = rightness; SSEDAKAH = whole-rightness, charity. 

SHUSH AN E YDUTH - 

SUSA TESTIMONY. This Psalm-heading encapsulates 4,500 years of history. 

It refers to the old and still existing world-centre of human 
habitation, activity and culture along the Euphrates. That 
is where the world trunk routes meet on their way to and 
from East and West, from North and South, at the centre- 
block of EURASIA. Scholars/thinkers may uncover the 
pivotal message of these Psalms. 

TENSES AND FORMS IN 

THE NEW-OLD PSALMS - We do not use any verb which requires an additional 

ETH. We avoid that archaic form by adding one 
auxiliary word, such as ‘he doth walk’ etc. Monosyllabic 
words are allowed to carry the old TH ending. 

THEE AND THOU - are included in the normal current vocabulary, therefore, 

also in this work. 

YEDUTHUN - name of one of the 10 authors of psalms (listed by Rashi in his first 
comment on the Book of Psalms). 

YONATH ELEM REHOKIM: literally, people like a silent dove faraway. 

The words of the Psalm probably refer to those 
people who feel timid and forlorn in strange places 
and hopeless straits.

had been satisfied. 

30 When they had not yet 
parted from their lusting - 
the food was 
still in their jaws, 

Then the anger of 
the Lord entered among them 
and smote their fat ones, 
downing the lusty of Israel;

So He finished off 
their days with nothingness
